Policeman Gregg,

Mrs. Louisa Marting of 3941 Labadie 
avenue in the arm. 

The dog, a half-grown Newfoundland 
pup, passed along the street in the di- 


rection of Vandeventer avenue. The 
woman who saw it though it acted 
strungely, and called the chi'dren back. 
Innis started the report that the dog 
Was made, and women and children 
ecreamed. 

The dog stood on a strip of lawn in 
front of the residence of W. B. Car- 
801, on the south side of the street, a 
£yort distance from Warne avenue. The 
policeman ran through the back yard 
and approached the dog from behind. 

The dog moved out to the sidewalk, 
foilowed by Gregg, who fired a shot 
at it and missed. 

: Catia, Children Back. 

Diagonally across the street Mrs. 
Marting had heard the cries of fear. 
Her two-dfiughters Had just left the 
house and she opened the door to call 
them back. The children had run up 
or the porch. Agnes, 14 years old, was 
standing’ in the doorway, and Louise, 6, 
stood on the porch. 

Mrs. Martirg looked 
doorway and reached out her feft 
arm to crag -Louise within doors, 
when Gregg fired. The ball from his 
revolver went over the dog, sped 
@cross the street, struck the top of 
the «urb and struck Mrs. Marting. 

Mrs. Marting’ got the children into 
the house before she seemed to realize 
that she had been shot. Then the 
pain caused her to faint. When a 
Physician arrived, he discovered that 
the ball had struck the bone of the 
upper left arm, and after splintering 
it had ranged into the shoulder. An 
attempt to extract it was unsuccess- 
ful, and Mrs, Marting will be sent to 
a hospital for treatment. 

Lassoed, Then Shot, * 

Meantime Gregg, following the dog 
down the street, and took another 
shot at it, which knocked it down, but 
did not kill it. 

When the neighbors heard of Mrs. 
Marting’s injury they insisted that the 
policeman do no more shooting in the 
street. A man lassoed the dog with a 
-rope and dragged it to a vacant lot. 
There it was dispatched with a shot- 
gun, which a man in the neighbor- 
hood loaned the policeman, 

Mrs. Marting is the wife of G. H. 
Marting. of the G. H. Marting Lumber 
Co. He was summoned home by tele- 
phone and was very indignant at the 
accident. 

“If Mrs. Marting had been 2 inches 
further out of the doorway,” he said, 
“the bullet would have pierced her 
heart. Agnes might also have been 
struck, as she was standing close to 
her mother. Men should not be trust- 
ed with guns until they have learned 
to shoot.”

Two important developments Thursday 


show how the St. Louis consumer of 


electric light and power is getting the 
worst of the deal from the North Amer- 


ican company. 

The Citizens’ Electric Light and Power 
Co. of East St. Louis has announced 
a voluntary reduction in rates that will 
save consumers thousands of dollars a 
year; and ‘has agreed, In addition to 
that,*to furnish 1000 lights free for il- 
luminating the streets for advertising 
purposes. 

W. Daviess Pittman, business manager 
of the Christian Publishing Co. of 2/712 
Pine street, submits figures from the 
company’s electric light . bills, which 


show that they have increased 120 per 
cent In the past year for the same or 
less service, and that its bills for elec- 
tric power have ificreased 62 per cent. 

There was no pressure brought’ to 
bear upon the East St. Louis company 
to induce it to reduce its rates. Accord- 
ing to Manager Hayes, the company 
found that it could manufacture and 
distribute electricity at lower rates 
than it was charging and decided to 
give the city the benefit of the reduc- 
tion. 

The rates of Citizens’ Electric Light 
and Power Co. were already lower, be- 
fore the last reduction, than the rates 
of the Union Electric Light and Power 
Co. of St. Louis. The maximum rate 
on the East Side was 11 cents a kilo- 
watt hour, while the Union charges 11 
and 12 cents for the same service on 
this side of the river. 

It is said by experts that it does not 
cost any more to manufacture and dis- 
tribute electricity in St. Louis than it 
does In East St. Louis. 

Rates, on the Bast Side. 


The new rates, which go into effect iu 
Bast St. Louls May 1, will. be 10 cents 
a kilowatt hour for the first 3 per cent 
of the total capacity of the consumer's 
equipment, 6 cents a kilowatt hour for 
the next 5 per cent and 4 cents a kilo- 
watt hour for the next 8 per cent or 
over. 

The new rates, according to Manager 
Haynes, will give East St. Louis cheap- 
er electric light than any other city in 
the country. Nearly all customers will 
get the benefit of the 6 and 4 cents 
rates, as they use their equipment more 
than 3 per cent of its total capacity. 

When the Citizens’ Electric Light and 
Power Co. purchased the plants in East 
St. Louis, in 1902, the rate was 20 cents 
a kilowatt hour. Several reductions were 
made and in 1905 the rate was fixed at 
ll cents an hour, where it will remain 
until the new contracts that are now be- 
ing made go into effect in a few days.

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Threats of -—Loss of Missoun 
Delay Postmaster’s 
Confirmation.

WASHINGTON, April 23.—Postmas- 
ter Wyman’s reappointment has been 
“held up” in the Senate Postoffice 
Committee by Senator Warner, and 
there 1s no assurance that it will be 
confirmed by the Senate before ad- 
journment, 

Messages from St. Louis, saying that 
Secretary Taft is in danger of losing 
the Missouri delegation as a result of 
Wyman’s appointment, have caused 
the delay. 

These messages, both by wire and 
mail, received by the Taft managers 
here,“ell of a conference of Repub- 
lican leaders -who opposed Wyman’s 
reappointment. They are the same 
St. Louis men who stopped Wyman’'s 
appointment in December by declar- 
ing that it would cost Taft the Mis- 
souril delegation. 

Taft Men Feel Tricked. 

By sending in the appointment after 
all but two Missouri districts had se- 
lected delegates the majority being 
for Taft, the President has made the 
Taft managers in St. Louis feel 
tricked. Their messages, received 
here, say it is not too late yet for 
Taft to lose the State. 

Senator Warner, when asked about 
the appointment today, said: “I have 
asked that consideration of the matter 
be postponed. I do not say that the 
appointment will be confirmed eventual- 
. 

“Why is the appointment held up?” 
he was asked. 

“I don’t care to say any more now. I’m 
very busy with the Brownsville case, 
and haven't time to consider anything 


else now.”’ 
Congressmen Surprised. 


The three St. Louis congressmen, 
Bartholdt, Caulfield and Coudrey, who 
joined Warner in opposing Wyman, 
were completely surprised when the 
President ran over them with the ap- 
pointment. They had felt confident that 
O. L. Whitelaw would eventually get 
the place. There are contests in all 
three of these congressmen’s districts 


between Taft and anti-Taft delegates, 
and the Taft managers admit the ikeli- 
hood of their losing these six delegates 
if they do not stop Wyman’s appoint- 
ment in the Senate.

the Clark bréthers’ syndicate of Phila- 
which also owns the sireet 
railway system on the East Side. 

In addition to reduction in its rates, 
the syndicate has also agreed to fur- 
nish current free for one year for light- 
ing 1000 Jamps on arches thrown across 
the East St. Louis streets. 

According: to L. €. Haynes, manager 
of the electric lighting and street rail- 
way companies, the Citizens’ Electric 
Light and Power Co. can still earn good 
dividends by supplying current at the 
reduced rates. The company has had 
in effect a flat rate of 11 cents a kilo- 
watt hour, while the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. charges 12 cents 
for residences and 11 cents for business 
houses that consume considerable quan- 
tities of current. 

Kast St. Louis has no ‘“‘ready to serve” 
enarges to meet. The electrie light com- 
pany is alWwaysS ready to serve; accord- 
ing to its manager, and its customers 
are required to pay for the amount. of 
current consumed. 

In contrast with the conditions enjoyed 
the 
troubles of the St. Louis consumer stand 
out sharply. That of the Christian Pub- 
lishing Co., of which Mr. Pittman, who 
formerly was secretary of the James T. 
Drummond estate anéd officer of a finan- 


ciul institution for several years, is an 


example. ‘ 
Lesa Power, More Expense. 

According to Mr. Pittman’s figures 
the company’s bills for electric light 
for March, 1908, show an increase of 
120 per cent over the bills for March, 
1907, with less actual current con- 
sumed, and the bills for power for the 
same period show an increase of 62 
per cent. 

The company’s current bill for elec- 
tric light, according to Mr. Pittman, 
is $34.97, and for the same period of 
last year it was $15.96, the increase 
being $19.01. 

The bill for electric power is $96.96, 
as compared with $63.97 last year, an 
increase of $33.09. Mr. Pittman says 
operating any 
more machinery than it was ,last year, 
and is. not consuming as much current 
for electric light. The increase in the 
bills for bot& electric light anl pow®r 
is 65 per cent over last year. 

Complains to Trust. 

“After comparing the current bills 
with those for the same month of last 
year I have written to the company, 
calling its attention to the increase in 
charges,’’ said Mr. Pittman to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “The total bill for 
power, current and light last year was 
$79.83, as compared with $131.93 for the 
same service this year. 

“We are using no more electric cur- 
rent for power this year than we did 
last, or rather we are not operating any 


more machinery. In the matter of 
electric lighting we have installed a 
number of Wellsbach burners and have 
been using gas to a considerable ex- 


tent. 

“It is impossible for us to consume so 
much current for lighting purposes, as 
our office hours are from § a. m. until 

. m., and at this season we do not 
light any electric lamps, unless it is 
occasionally on dark days. We usually 
burn four 5 hts during the night. But 
these four lights, which burn about 
nine hours .every night, ought not to 
cost anywhere near $34.97. According 
to the advertisement of the Union Elec- 
tric Light and Power Co., two-thirds of 
a cent an hour is what these lights 
ought to cost, and this would amount 
to about $6 or §7

pettiness and greed of public service, 
were some of the characters the pre- 
late flayed in his discourse. 

E declared the modern philan- 

H thropist, divorced from religion, 

defeated his own purpose. 

He said, in. part: “Erect your li- 
braries, colleges, institutes; live, if 
you will, in the slums and bring what 
joy you_can to those condemned to 
live in congested poverty. But, after 
all, what does this amount to? You 
will agrée with me these latter days 
witness a constantly changing con- 
dition of thought and activity, espe- 
clally among the poor. It would look 
as if we were moving towards a 
great crisis when wealth will war 
with poverty, law with misrule, 
money against pauperism and suc- 
eess against failure.

If the committees meet in up- 
holstered clubrooms to discuss their 
sorrows, the poor will answer to 
the clubroom apostle that it is a 
- home they want and not the patrou- 
age of those who rejoice in the lux- 
ury of their meeting-house. 

“And again, if we look at the pro- 
fessional philanthropists from the 
standpoint of what they actually do

E charity, to be ‘real, must be 
from the soul within, in- 
spired and aroused by the spirit of 
Christ, based upon the brotherhood 
he has created and the lesson of 
love and sacrifice he has taught. As 
such it may not be hired nor the 


salaries and official greed. The 
charity that is absolutely statistical 
and is drawn as a bank check is 
drawn, may be a form of philan- 
thropy, but it lacks the soul to give 
it Hfe. The charity that is inaugu- 
rated under the auspices of States 
and cities and made a part of their 
business life is but a sorry business, 
and absorbs, as do all the other de- 
partments, the taint of politics and 
the pettiness and greed which us- 
ually follows public service. 

“T do not say the State should ab- 
solve itself from duty in this regard. 
I suppose poorhouses and State insti- 
tutions for the needy will remain a 
necesasity. Only this, that while they 
remain a necessity and the State 
performs its duties to the poor and 
homeless, yet its activity and the 
money it spends should obtain under 
some other name than that of char- 
ity, which, neither in fact or in 
name, the State can be cognizant of.

before the world and claim to be the 
promoters of peace and happiness, 
whe in fits of sporadic enthusiasm 
dedicate themselves for an hour or 
two every week in committee rooms 
to the discussion of the needs and 
betterment of the poor?”

FRAUD ORDER AGAINST 
SEATTLE-ST, PAUL LINE 


Circulars of Prospective Railroad 
Not Based on Fact, Says 


Inspector. 

WASHINGTON, April 2.—The St. 
Paul, Minneapolis & Seattle Railway 
Co., incorporated in South Dakota, with 
a capital of $500,000,000, for the purpose 
of constructing a _ third-rail_ electric 
railway from St. Paul to Seattle, was 
today debarred from the mails by a 
fraud order. Three other corporations, 
the Co-operative Construction Co., with 
$100,000 capital; the Great Northwestern 
Fiscal Agency and the Northern In- 
vestment Bureau, each with the same 
officers as the railroad company, were 
included in the fraud order. All the 
companies had offices in the New York 
Life Building, St. Paul. 

The Postoffice Inspector who investi- 
gated the case reported that. when the 
St. Paul, Minneapolis & Seattle com- 
pany was first organized a bogus right 
of Way 1660 miles in length was ar- 
ranged for. 

The public was teld that this right of 
way was surveyed, but the inspector 
says the promoters admitted that the 
only surveying that had been dene was 


a 17-mile walk toward the Northwest, 
undertaken by an engineer in St. Paul. 
The literature of the cempany, as 
described by the fraud order, contained 
promises of $3,000,000 to $3,500,000 profit, 
and declared that electric trains would 
make the run to Seattle in 30 hours. 


GREENWOOD MAN STABBED 
BY BINKO LUNIK IS DYING 


County Authorities Notified 
Hold Binko Without Bond on 
Murder Charge. 


Fred Gruber of Greenwood, who was 
stabbed in a fight with Binko Lunik 
of Benton at Maplewood, Wednesday 
afternoon, is dying at his home. The 
officers at Cla¥}ton who have Lunik 
under arrest, have been instructed not 
to accept bond for his release. 

The two were unloading a carioad of 
bricks from a car on the Missouri Pa- 
cific tracks when they got into an ar- 
gument which soon developed into a 
fight. Lunik stabbed Gruber in the 
left breast, the knife penetrating the 
lung. 

After the cutting Lunik, who is a 
Greek, narrowly escaped violence at 
the hands of Gruber’s friends.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April 23.—Leaders 
in the 
Lilinois Democratic convention today 
started a boom for Mayor Fred J. Kern 
of Belleville for Governor. Kern is in 
high favor with the powers that con- 
trol the convention, and they have 
placed him on the slate for delegates- 
at-large to Denver, together with Na- 
tional Committeeman Roger Sullivan, 
Former Mayor Dunne and Sam Alschu- 
er, all of Chicago. \ 

As there are severa! other candidates 
for Governor, with none in a pronounc- 
ed lead, Kern's boom developed strength 
atthe start. His advocates, who include 
Richard Kinsella, State Senator Jandus 
and Harry 8. Deveraux, called Kern up 
at Belleville today and told him of the 
mevement for him. 


He Attacked Folk. 

The Kern boomers are calling atten- 
tion to a recent speech delivered by 
Kern in St. Louis, in which he attacked 
Gov. Folk for his strict interpretation of 
the liquor laws. 

The nomination for Governor will be 
inade at the State primary election next 
September, but the convention affords 
candidates an important opportunity to 
forward their booms, and Douglas Pat- 
tison and John P. McGoorty are here, 
working vigorously among the delegates. 

The work of the present convention 
witi be the adoption of a platform and 
the selection and instruction of dele- 
gates to Denver. 

Will Whoop for Johnson. 

Although it is regarded as certain that 
William J. Bryan will be indorsed for 


“the presidency, and delegates instructed 


for: him, a powerful demonstration in be- 
halt’ of Gov. Johnson is planned. Some 
of the men behind it are those who will 
be obliged to vote for a Bryan indorse- 
ment. 

Approval of Bryan by’ many of the 
Democratic leaders is coupled with the 
frank declaration that, if nominated, he 
cannot be elected. 

“IT don’t see how we can win with 
Bryan,” said Richard Kinsella, chair- 
man of the Sangamon County, delega- 
tion. “On the other hand, I don’t Know 
how we could win without him. We are 
bétween the devil and the deep sea. If 
somebody else gets the nomination, the 
Bryan following would be apt to sulk. 
So I guess we will just keep on whoop- 
ing things up for the peerless one. Per- 
haps a lost cause is better than no cause 
at all.” 

Sullivan Rules Delegation. 
delegation, 535 
strong, one-third of the convention, is

“porch climber,’’ because the Illinois 
Btate Convention of that year was 
operated by gavel rule. 

Gavel Rule Not Minded. 


Now the shoe is on the other foot, 
and word is being passed around that 
the Bryan radicals would offer no ob- 
jections if Sullivan were to run to- 
day's convention with a mallet or 
even with a bung-starter—so long as 
it were in the intorest of Bryan. 

If the gavel should run the present

Anti-Saloon Sentiment. 

Anton J. Cermak, secretary of the 
United Societies for Local Self-Govern- 
ment, and Senator Cyril R. Jandus, a 
leading member, circulated in the hotel 
corridors, sounding sentiment on the 
personal liberty plank which they for- 
warded to Chairman Boeschenstein yes- 
terday. They found a substantial por- 
tion of the delegates against giving any 
recognition to the saloon element. 

Others, from counties that went “‘dry’’ 
in the recent elections, maintained that 
the platform should indorse the local 
— law, while still others favored a 
“home rule’”’ plank, with no reference to 
the churches and not attacking the 
spirit of the local option statute. 

It is probable the convention will set- 
tle this issue by the adoption of a plank 
acvocating the “fullest measure o per- 
sonal liberty when it does not infringe 
on the rights others.’’

Mrs. Emilie Lack’s Heirs Come to 
Agreement After Long 
Litigation. 

A legal fight o. seven years over the 
wills left by the late Mrs. Emilie Lack, 
in which her estate of $25,000 was half 
eaten up by court costs-and attorney’s 
fees incident to three trials in the Cir- 
cuit Court and two appeals to the 8u- 
preme Court, was compromised Thurs- 
day in Judge Fosters court by a secret 

agreement between the heirs. 

It is thought Mrs. Lack’s’ three 
nephews, disinherited in her last will, 
got the better of it, as this will was_de- 
clared not her legal testament. 

Mrs. Lack died. July 26, 1899, at th 
home of her half-sister, Mrs. Ida A. 
King, 6200 Gravois avenue. A will exe- 
cuted by her on May 31, 1907, was ad- 
mitted to probate and left most of her 
property to the sons of a half-brother, 
Frank, Charles and Gustav A. Breck. 

Mrs. King died and her husband, John 
Cc. King, found a will executed by Mrs, 
Lack in 1893, in which the three nephews 
were disinherited and the bulk of. the 


estate left to Mrs. King and her heirs. 
King brought suit to establish the last 


will on April 5, 1901.

Gov. Johnson is to be commended for the good 
nature of his reply to the assertion of one of his 
opponents that his successes in Minnesota have 
been merely the result of good fortune. ‘Per- 
haps,” he said, “it would be good policy for the 
Democratic party to try a little ere luck 
for once.” 

In almost every line of human endeavor there 
is a willingness to experiment. There are some 
exact sciences, but politics is not one of them. 
There are businesses in which income and out- 
go can be figured with reasonable precision, but 
running for office is not one of them. There are 
eriterprises in which one personality often counts 
for more than anything else and politics is one 
of them. 

Some of the greatest and best of Americans 
could not be elected to high office. Since Jack- 
son’s day few of our Presidents have been 
the great political chieftains of their time. 
Since the Civil War nearly all of them have 
been chosen, for availability rather than real 
leadership. Two conflicting forces are always at 
work upon a conspicuous rolitician and in his 
case there is generally thé paradox that as his 
strength increases so docs his weakness also. 
Laudation brings detraction and prominence is 
ever attended by jealousy and animosity. 

For these reasons a candidate worthy in all 
respects but unidentified with faction, satisfac- 
tory as to character and ability but free from 
entanglements, magnifies his party and so reach- 
es the polls in many cases with more votes than 
a leader of the other type. As ours is and must 
be a Government by party rather than by one 
man or a few men, it is easily to be seen that 
true political sagacity has been behind the dark- 
horse theory. 

If it pleases anybody to refer to recent political 
events in Minnesota as “luck,” let the character- 
ization be accepted with all graciousness and let 
all who may be interested go to the roots of 
things and see if perchance there may not be 
something in them besides luck. Men often at- 
tribute to luck successes for which a better rea- 
son might be found. If there be such a thing as 
luck in politics the Democratic party stands in 
as much need of it as any political organization 
of which there is any record. 

Quite as important as receptiveness in matters 
o? this kind so far as Democrats are concerned 
is the spirit of toleration and good humor agrecec- 
ably manifested in all of Gov. Johnson’s utter- 
auees on the subject of the nomination. He is 
not making any claims for himself. He is not 
reading any Democrats out of the party. He is 
not accusing anybody of spending money to de- 
fcat him. 

On the contrary, he is singularly free from an- 
tagonisms. When he speaks he expounds Dem- 
ocratic doctrine. There is no aggrandizement of 
himself, but there is aggrandizement of his party. 
He looks upon no Democrat as his enemy. He 
will lead the Democratic hosts to the best of his 
ability, if called upon, and, if another shall be 
closer, he will do his full duty in the ranks, con- 
tent in any capacity to advance the principles 
which he cherishes.

I again 
carefully examined ‘he walls to see if

Whoever has seen at the Zoological 
Gardens a rabbit fascinated by a ser- 
pent, cowering in a corner, may form 
some idea of the anguish which the 
dog exhibited.

Therefore, if a ghost rise be- 
fore me, I have not the right to say: 
“So, then the supernatural is impos- 
sible,”’ but rather: “So, then, the appa- 
rition of a ghost is, contrary to received 
opinion, within the laws of nature—i. e., 
not supernatural.’’ 

Now, in all that I had hitherto wit- 
nessed, and, indeed, in all. the won- 
ders which the amateurs of mystery 
in our age record as facts, a material 
living agency is always required. On 
the Continent you will-find still magi- 
clans who assert that they can raise 
spirits. Assume for the moment that 
they assert truly, still the living mate- 
rial form of the magician is present: 
and he is the material agency by which, 
from some constitutional peculiarities, 
certain strange phenomena are repre- 
sented to your natural senses. 


Accept, again, as truthful the tales 
of Spirit Manifestation in America— 
musical or other sounds—writings on 
papers, produced by no _ discernible 
hand—articles of furniture moved 
without apparent human agency—or 
the actual sight and touch of hands, 
to which no bodies seem to belong—still 
there must Fe found the MEDIUM or 
living being, with constitutional pecu- 
Harities, capable of obtaining these 
ecns. In fine, in all such marvels, 
supposing even that there is no impos- 
ture, there must be a human being 
like ourselves, by whom, or through 
whom, the effects presented to human 
beings are produced. 

It is so with the now familiar phe- 
nomena of mesmerism or electro- 
biology; the mind of the person operat- 
ed on is affected through a materia] 
living agent. Nor supposing it true that 
a mesmerized patient can respond to 
the will or passes of a mesmerizer a 
huadred miles distant, is the response 
less occasioned by a material being; 
it may be thought a material fluid—call 
it Electric, call it Odic, call it what 
you will—which has the power of tra- 
versing space and passing obstacles, 
that the material effect is communicat- 
ed from one to the other. 

Hence all that I had hitherto wit- 
nessed, or expected to witness in this 
strange house, I believed to be occa- 
sioned through some agency or medium 
as mortal as myself; and this idea neces- 
sarily prevented the awe with which 
those who regard as _ supernatural 
things that are not within the ordinary 
operation of nature might have been im- 
pressed by the adventures of that mem- 
orable night. 

I now became aware that something 
interposed between the page and the 
light—the page was overshadowed: 1 
looked up, and I saw what I shall find 
it very difficult, perhaps impossible, to 
describe.

“KEEP UP GOOD WORK” 
Theirs Is Noblest of Arts Art 
Editor Tells Missouri 
Breadmakers. 








The first convention of the newly or- 
ganized Master Bakers of Missouri, 
which began Wednesday in St. Louis 
Turner Hall, 1508 Chouteau avenue, will 
conclude Thursday afternoon with the 
election of officers for the ensuing year. 

F. H. Hohengarten as chairman of the 
committee from the St. Louis Master 
Bakers, who cailed the convention to 
order and was elected temporary chair- 
man, will be elected president. Michael 
Hoffman of St. Louis, temporary secre- 
tary, and Andrew Wank of St. Joseph, 
temporary treasurer, will be made per- 
manent. 

Nearly one hundred representative 
bakefs from over the State were present 
at the convention, and joined the or- 
ganization. 

The convention was addressed by John 
Adams, one of the editors of the New 
York Bakers’ Review on the value of 
organization and the necessity of publi- 
city in driving out filthy bakeries. 


> Post-Dispatch’s Good Work. 


“The bakers of the country,”’ he said, 

“are producing only forty per cent of 
the bread consumed. They are not bak- 
ing half the bread they should. Many 
people have an idea that bakers can’t 
produce good bread and do not bake 
it in clean shops. I have visited many 
bakeries and many homes, and I regret 
to say that I found many homes in 
which bread is produced not nearly as 
clean as the bakeries and the bread not 
so wholesome. 
“If you have filthy bakeries among 
you, expose them mercilessly. The St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch did a great work in 
exposing the dirty bakeries in certain 
parts of your city, and I understand 
there has been a marvelous change 
among them since the searchlight of 
that paper was turned upon them. But 
you “must not stop there. The filthy 
bakery has no place In the world and 
it should be driven out of business with 
the same vigor that you would elimi- 
nate an? other menace to mankind. 


Showed the People. 


“St. Louis, through the Post-Dis- 
patch, has led the way and other cities 
should follow the example of exposing 
filthy and dangerous bakeries. The 
best thing the bakers can do is to in- 
vite inspection. 
“Let the people know that you areé 
making clean bread. 
“The bakeries of Toronto, Canada, 
are a splendid example to the rest of 
the world. They are models and, in 
consequence of being up-to-date in ev- 
ery respect, 97 per cent of the bread 
eaten in Toronto comes from the bak- 
erles. 
“Notwithstanding that good old chest- 
nut about ‘ples and bread like mother 
used to make,’ the bakers turn out 
cleaner and more wholesome bread and 
pastry. 
“This association must stand for good 
bread baked in clean shops, and must 
pay more attention to the purely scien- 
tific side of the trade. There will be 
schools of baking where the chemistry 
of the trade will be taught so that good 
bread will not be guess work or chance, 
but just be exact as any other chemical 
trade. 

Breadmaking Noble Trade. 


“Breadmaking is a great big propo- 
sition. Bread is the priincipal and most 
universal food product of the world. It 
is as old as husbandry, and bread mak- 
ing is the noblest, trade on earth. It 
began with the first discovery of the 
use of grain, and therefore should be 
the cleanest and sweetest and most 


scientific. 
“There must be an individuality he- 


hind the loaf which the use of machin- 
ery will never do away with any more 
than it will destroy the usefulness of 
the small baker. 

“In cleaning up the dirty bake shops, 
St. Louis, through the Post-Dispatch, 
has enlightened the world.”

ALONE; FOUND WITH HIS 
SWORD CLASPED IN ARMS 


Famous Virginian, , Poverty- Strick- 
en, Late in Life, Succumbs 


in New York. 


NEW YORK, April 23.—Clasping to 
his heart the sword he carried when a 
member of Morgan’s raiders during the 
Civil War, Col. William 8S. S. Warwick 
was found dead in his bed on the top 
floor of a house in the Bronx yester- 
day. When his old negro servant, who 
answered only to the name of ‘‘Mam- 
my,"’ carried his breakfast to his room, 
she found Col. Warwick dead. The 
Coroner decided that death was due to 


infirmities of old age. 

Col. Warwick came of a famous old 
Southern family and was born in Vir- 
ginia 85 years ago. He was bred in 
wealth and luxury and at the opening 
of the war joined Morgan’s cavalry and 
throughout the war fought under the 
flag of the Confederacy. 

Twenty years ago he came to New 
York and began to practice law. He
